Western makes Canadian iirst 

Student joins Board 

LONDON (CUP) - The first student representative on the 
Board of Governors of a Canadian university come out eau> 
tious in a reaction statement yesterday. 



Patrick Donohue, a 22-ycar-old 
Theology student, was acclaimed 
this weekend ns representative of 
8,000 University of Western On- 
tario students. 

"I sec my Job as a liaison be- 
tween students and the Board to 
alleviate unnecessary misunder- 
standing," Donohue said. 

Donohue will Join four mem- 
bers of the faculty on Western's 
revamped governing l>oard. 

A columnist for the campus 
newspaper. The Gaiette, Donohue 
was nominated by Gazette staff 
and won the position by acclama- 
tion since there were no other 
nominees. 

Donohue is a 1966 arts grad- 
uate from Western now In second- 
year Theology at neighboring St. 
Peter's Seminary. He qualified 
under the revised charter that 
the student representative must 
hold a degree from Western and 
be at least 12 months removed^ 
from the student body of West-H 
em or any of Its affiliates. 

Donohue said he appreciates 
student demands for more open 
Board -meetings, but "It would 
not' be "fair to Judge the functionr 
ing of the Board until I have 
seen It from the inside. 
"Some representatives of the 
^Boàrd have told me I will realize 
^theT'need for secrecy once Tve 
attended a Board meeting. Ob- 



viously, I wouldn't be able to 
comment on that until I do at- 
tend," Donohue said. 

Western's undergraduate Stu- 
dent Council opposed the elec- 
tion, since Western students were 
specifically banned from the race. 

But the two candidates now 
running for president of the 
Council both said Tuesday that 
though they oppose the system 
of student representation on the 
Board in principle, they thought 
they would be able to work pro- 
fitably with Donohue. 

Donohue said issues to be con- 
sidered arc the extent of Board 
authority over . students' lives, 
free tuition and students' powers. 

He hopes to hold regular 
weekly meetings with students 
and sees his role as bridging a 
communications gap.

The Posl'Graduate Students' 
Society will decide the loca- 
tion of its long-awaited home 
at a meeting tomorrow night. 

Two or three alternative lo- 
cations will be offered to the 
PGSS by the university. Thoy 
include .the Library School at 
Mbunldin and McGregor and 
on unspecified house on Peel 
Street. 

The path was cleared for 
the establishment of Ihe^home 
when the PGSS rdtse<i%s fees 
last November 28. The $16,000 
in extra revenue that this will 
provide will bo used to oper- 
ate the centre. 

The financial question hod 
been a major issue within the 
PGSS for several years. With- 
drawal from the Students' So- 
ciety and allocation of a great- 
er portion of graduate stu- 
dents' fee to the PGSS had 
been considered as solutions 
but rejected because of their 
po4ential effect on the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

If the Library School is cho- 
sen the PGSS will move in 
when the McLennan Library is 
completed In December. The 
University will make space 
available in the Currie Gym

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The art of the possible 

Ah, how fickle is the English-Canadian 
press. Just when it looked as if its romance 
with John Turner was ready to take its place 
with the great love affairs of history it has 
found a new boy. And now we ore asked 
to sit back and watch the rather indecent 
spectacle provided by its glorification of 
Pierre-Elliott Triideau. 

The affair reached a climax last week 
when Trudeau was the subject of a column 
by Peter C. Newman, who faithfully chro- 
nicles the activities of the Ottawa establish- 
ment for a string of papers. "He mistrusts 
rhetoric," the article said, "has only disdain 
for pomposity, and longs for contemporary 
fulfillment through experience." Or "His in- 
telligent, skull-formed face (which might 
have been carved out of alabaster to com- 
memorate some distant war of the crusades) 
is a pattern of tension, subtlety, unrest and 



audacity." He might have added that he is 
in favor of truth, progress and freedom. 

And against nationalism. N e w m a ri 
quotes him as saying "nationalism has been 
a sinister activity in world history in the last 
150 years"; he has been saying things in 
this vein ever since his public career began. 
Which is one of the reasons he is so attract- 
ive to the English press. If one must have a 
French-Canadian prime minister (and En- 
glish-Canadian Liberals are looking on the 
idea with increasing favor) one shouldn't 
really go so far as to have one who actually 
represents the new, nationally-conscious 
Québec. In a climate where much of English 
Canada considers even Turner too much of 
a Québécois to be supported for the leader- 
ship, Trudeau is inescapably tagged as a 
French-Canadian figure. The difficulty is 
that as a man whose views on the national 
question have consistently run against the 
current of thought within Québec, he is 
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hardly credible as such in French Canada. 
He may be "a man who would really do 
new things" to Peter C. Newman's contacts; 
to Québec he is simply a vendu. 

On another question he has not been 
so consistent. In 1963 Trudeau supported 
the New Democratic Party in the pages of 
Cité .Libre, with specific reference to the nu- 
clear weapons issue. He described the pol- 
itical philosophy of the Liberal party as 
"Dites n'importe quoi, pensez n'importe quoi, 
ou encore mieux, ne pensez' rien du tout; 
mais nettez-nous au pouvoir, parce que c'est 
nous qui pouvons le mieux vous gouverner." 
Now evidently between 1963 and 1965 the 
Liberal party changed enough so that Tru- 
deau could not only support it but run as a 
candidate under its banner. By this year it 
had changed even more, for Trudeau gave 
up the minimal independence still allowed 
him as a backbencher to serve in the minist- 
ry. And now it has been so thoroughly clean- 
ed out, the "réflexes anti-démocratiques" 
and "autocratîsme des structures libérales" 
he v/rote about in 1963 so completely era- 
dicated, that he oppeors ready to serve as 
Its leader. Is it not remarkable that these 
vast changes have not been more widely 
noticed? Why has Trudeau not told us more 
about the democratization of the party and 
the changes from thé policy pattern that led 
to the acceptance of nuclear weapons? 

"II ne semble plus y avoir dons ce par- 
ti," Pierre-Elliott Trudeau wrote in April 
1963, un seul homme pour qui les princi- 
pes importent plus que la puissance politi- 
que." That statement could stand, unchang- 
ed, today. 



Socrates 
reinterpreted

In one's admiration for Pro- 
fessor Bracken's seemingly wa- 
ter-tlghl logic in favour of 
keeping "war-lnduslry" recruit- 
ers off of campus it is easy to 
loose sight of a few salient facts. 
His distortion of Socrates' phi- 
losophy is particularly distress- 
ing. 

Socrates, who is so often held 
up as the prototype of the ideal 
of free inquiry in the face of 
opposition by vested interests, 
was also an exemplary citizen 
of Athens. As the law required, 
he fought valiantly in all the 
wars which Athens found itself 
obligrd to fight during his 
period of service. When he was 
finally brought to trial and sen- 
li-nccd In drath, he did not go 
into exile, which would have 
been the easy way out, but he' 
slaved bccau.sc he rcali7.ed that 
to make a farce of Ihe laws of 
the state eventually causes the 
disintegration of the state. He 
had lived with that law all his 
life and had been free to con- 
vince other people of its 
wrongness or alternatively to 
leave the state of his birth and 
the protection it provided. 

The university exists within 
a state and enjoys its protection 
and standard of living. If So- 
crates were on McGill campus 
today he might say something 
like this. 

"Everyone in the Canadian 
state is free to examine and 
criticize, its laws and customs, 
and. to recommend cbangcs..The'. 



university in particular is de- 
dicated to this end. Whereas the 
federal Bill of Rights outlaws 
racial and other forms of dis- 
crimination, there is no law con- 
cerning the rights of car sa- 
lesmen and company recruiters 
on campus. In the latter cases 
the university is free to make 
it own policy willi due regard 
for morality and il.s own best 
interests. Car Kalcsincn provide 
almost no service to the stu- 
dents, very few of whom can 
afford cars anyway, in pro|)or- 
tion to the space they would 
require. Allowing recruiters on 
campus, on the other hand, fa- 
cilitates the access of McGill 
graduates to .some of the more 
powerful positions of the state 
and their donations will help 
to pay the salaries of profcs- 
.sors of philo.snphy in addition 
to other expenses. Furthermore, 
a large chemical company, for 
example, which manufactures a 
weapon of war as a small pail 
of its operations also manufac- 
tures a ntimher of essential in- 
tormrdialcs for the goods which 
(iivc Canadians one of the 
highest .standards of living in 
the world. A member of the 
university community, who on 
moral grounds is opposed to the 
manufacture of weapons of war 
by Canadian companies, who 
cannot convince his university 
colleagues that they are in er- 
ror, who cannot persuade the 
government to pass a law 
against weapon manufacture 
and who in good conscience can- 
not live under Canadian law 
is free to leave Canada and live 
in some other cottntry whose 
laws suit him better."
